WASHINGTON (AP) - Barry 


Goldwater says it's "not true" 
that he and Richard M. Nixon 
are collaborating to try to block 
any 
bid 
by 
Michigan Gov. 


George Romney for the 1968 
Republican presidential nomi- 
nation. 


But 
Goldwater, though not 


closing the door on Romney, 
said the governor still has "a lot 
of homework to do" with party 
leaders to atone for not endors- 
ing Goldwater in the 1964 presi- 
dential race. 


Romney, meanwhile, said he 


still hasn't decided whether to 
run for president. 


Goldwater was asked Sunday 


on ABC's "Issues and Answers' 
if he were collaborating with 
Nixon to stop Romney, as the 
questioner said, "it has been 
written and reported." 


"No that is not true," said 


Goldwater. "I happen to be a 
Nixon backer, 
but I haven't 


seen Dick Nixon in person in 
over three months. 


Nixon is regarded as another 


likely candidate for the nomina- 
tion. 


Romney, appearing on NBC's 


"Meet the Press," continued his 
move to gloss over old differ- 
ences with Goldwater. 


Though saying "I just haven't 


made a decision" on whether to- 
run for president, Romney was 
his most candid so far in ac- 
knowledging 
he 
is thinking

about running. 


He and Goldwater did join in 


attacking Secretary of Defense 
Robert S. McNamara in the 
wake of McNamara's announce* 
ment that the Soviet Union is 
deploying an antimissile sys- 
tem.

ing with the American people," 
said Goldwater. 


"Perhaps we have a gap in 


this (antimissile) respect now 
as a result of mismanagement 
of these Democratic administra- 
tions," said Romney.

going back and taking a look at 
the past." 


But Goldwater was interested, 


saying: "Romney is a Republi- 
can. He calls himself one. But it 
has only been in this campaign 
that he has publicly done this. 
Now this may not mean any- 
thing to the rank and file Amer- 
ican, but it means a lot to those 
people who work in Republican 
politics. He has a lot of home 
work to do and a lot of spade 
and groundwork to do in the 
area of the Republican party 
itself."

Printed by Offset 
Testimony 
in Sheppard 
Trial Ends

CLEVELAND, Ohio, (AP) - 


The jury has heard all the evi- 
dence in the Samuel H. Shep- 
pard 
murder 
retrial and will 


make its decision without hear- 
ing the former osteopath tell his 
version of the 1954 bludgeon 
slaying of his first wife, Mari- 
lyn. 


Testimony concluded 
Monday 


and today was reserved for final 
arguments 
and Judge Francis 


J. Tally's charge. 


Talty told the panel of seven 


men and five women they could 
expect to get the case either 
late today or Wednesday morn- 
ing. 


Presentation of evidence end- 


ed after the state put two rebut- 
tal witnesses on the stand — a 
fingerprint technician who had 
testified earlier and an expert 
on blood groupings. 


The defense ended its case 


without asking Sheppard, 42, to 
recount the murder night as he 
did 12 years ago when he was on 
the stand three days. 


Talty is bound by law to tell 


the jurors they cannot attach 
any significance to the fact that 
Sheppard did not testify at his 
retrial, which is on charges of 


second-degree murder. 


Sheppard 
originally 
was 


charged with first-degree mur- 
der. He was convicted of sec- 
ond-degree murder, and served 
nine years in prison. The U.S. 
Supreme Court set aside that 
conviction last June, and or- 
dered Sheppard retried or freed. 


The first trial lasted nine 


weeks and 70 witnesses were 
heard. In the retrial, which en- 
tered its fourth week Monday, 
31 witnesses testified. 


As a rebuttal witness for the 


state Dr. Roger W. Marsters, a 
biochemist and a blood expert 
from Cleveland Heights, ques- 
tioned the validity of tests made 
on two blood spots in the room 
where 31-year-old Marilyn Shep- 
pard was beaten to death. 


Dr. Paul Leland Kirk, a Uni- 


versity of California criminolo- 
gist, had testified for the de- 
fense that tests early in 1955 
showed that one of the spots 
was not the blood of Sheppard 
or his slain wife. 


Marsters said the identifica- 


tion of dried blood stains "is 
very difficult and very tedious." 
He added it was "frought with 
all kinds of problems and modi- 
fications." 


The state's other rebuttal wit- 


ness was Police Lt. Jerome 
Poelking, who said he had dust- 
ed the two stains with finger- 
print powder, prior to Kirk's 
tests.

The 10 were Alaska, unless a

Arkansas, 
Maine, 


Minnesota, New Mexico, Okla- 
homa, Rhode Island, South Car- 
olina, Tennessee and Texas. 


In Nevada, a Republican was 


elected 
governor while 
the 


state's lone House member, a

flee by a 24 ratio. 


In Rhode Island, for example, 


Gov. John H. Chafe e, a Republl* 
can, and Sen.

This means at least 105,000, or 
32 per cent, of the 323,000 pet* 
sons who voted split their ticket? 


The minimum crossover was 


less than 10 per cent in Min* 
nesota, but that was more than 
enough to split the results.

Richard H. Popkin, attorney 
Mark Lane and this writer, 
attack not only the commis- 
sion's methods but the reason- 
ableness of its conclusions. 


At the heart of most of the 


criticism lie a few key points 
accepted by the Warren Com- 
mission and challenged by its 
critics: 


• The commission 
con- 


tends that President Kennedy 
and Gov. John Connally of 
Texas were struck by the 
same bullet. Connally insists 
he was hit by a separate bul- 
let. The critics 
demonstrate 


that much of the evidence sup- 
ports Connally and that if the 
governor is correct, Oswald 
could not have been the sole 
assassin b e c a u s e it would 
have been physically impossi- 
ble for him to fire all the 
shots in the time required. 


• Well over half the wit- 


nesses auestionp.rl ahnnt the 
source of the shots that killed 
Kennedy said at l e a s t one 
came from an area to the 
front of the President's motor- 
cade, rather than above and 
behind it. 
If' their recollec- 


tions are correct, there must 
have been at least two per- 
sons firing at the President. 


• The commission asserts 


that the President was struck 
once in the head and once in 
the back. The bullet that hit 
the President in the back, it 
says, e x i t e d through his 
throat. The critics, supported 
by certain important FBI doc- 
uments and other evidence, 
argue that the throat wound 
was caused by a bullet strik- 
ing the President from the 
frcf.jt—which a g a i n would 
mean more than one assassin. 


There are a host of other 


important areas of disagree- 
ment. 
The essential 
point, 


however, is that the commis- 
sion failed, in the view of the 
critics, to prove its basic con- 
tention that Oswald was the 
lone assassin. 


One writer, Richard Popkin, 


a professor at the University 
of California, accepted 
the 


commission's challenge to pro- 
vide an alternative theory of 
the assassination. Using only 
the evidence contained in the 
Warren Report itself, Popkin 
spins a fascinating and plausi- 
ble web w h i c h shows that 
there might have been two or 
even three Oswalds—the real 
one and one or two others pos- 
ing as Oswald to confuse the 
trail and provide alibis. 


The significance of Popkin's 


work does not necessarily de- 
pend on its veracity. It may 
or may not approach the truth 
about an assassination 
plot. 


What is far more important is 
that a theory could be de- 
veloped 
from the 
evidence 


contained in the report with- 
out assuming, as the commis- 
sion did, that the assassina- 
tion was the work of a single 
deranged man. What Popkin 
found, the commission should 
have seen and investigated. It 
did not. 


Popkin's 
work is merely 


one instance of the abundant 
material 
that the 
Warren 


Commission either ignored or 
overlooked.

AT SEA WITH THE JAMES K. POLK — 


INEA)—Everybody laughed when the con- 
cept of a missile-firing submarine was first 
proposed. Skeptics said it was impossible. 


It wasn't. 
And now nobody's laughing . . . especially 


not the adversaries of the United States. 


Indeed, the missile-loaded Polaris sub- 


marine is hardly a giggling matter. One 
and one-half football fields in length, it is 
perhaps the most terrifying package of sci- 
ence and steel ever devised. 


It weighs 16 million pounds but can ma- 


neuver in as little as 100 feet of water with 
the handling and speed of a small auto- 
mobile. It can circle the world without sur- 
facing. It can swim any ocean without de- 
tection. It can manufacture its own air. its 
own water and its own propulsion power. 


But even more awesome is the ship's pay- 


load. Sixteen 
missiles, each 30 feet long 


and as heavy as a railroad Pullman, are 
propped in the craft's belly. Any one of them 
can, in a half-hour's time, streak across con- 
tinent or ocean to strike and destroy the 
largest city on either the Russian or Chinese 
mapface. 


So technically developed is the ship, in 


fact, so accurate and dependable, that the 
weapon may have only one potential limita- 
tion and that is man himself. 


As it stands today, of course, a Polaris sub 


is $100 million worth of inertia without its 
crew. They push the buttons, they read the 
dials, they wiggle the rudder. 


But what of tomorrow? 
"It's hard to predict." says Frank McMnl- 


len, captain of the USS Polk. "However, even 
our present, nuclear subs are highly self-suf- 
ficient. The hardware itself is capable of 
staying underwater for years at a time but, 
of course, the men cannot." 


Thus the possibility is obvious, at least to 


some — unmanned underwater robot fleets 
capable of indefinite submersion and unin- 
terrupted sentry duty. 


The idea may not be as extravagant as it 


sounds. Already the Polaris project is more 
machine than malt. Millions of dollars' worth 
of computers now wink gaily in these boats, 
aiming missiles, directing routes and check- 
ing against human mistakes. 


One mechanical brain system, for example, 


has more than five miles'of cables requiring 
5,000 different connections to set it working; 
once warmed up. it can spew out calculations 
at the rate of 2,000 per second and will err 
only about once in 30 million chances. 


Another General Electric computer com- 


plex is so infinitely advanced it can give 
instant target angles from moving subs and 
is reliable enough that the shell accuracy- 
navigating over 2.800 miles to ground zero- 
is mensurable in yards, 


Clearly (he instrumentation is staggering. 


And while it is true these ship computers 
cannot now operate without crew, neither 
can the crow operate without computers. 


Still, nobody's turning in his sea bag yet. 


Skipper Mi-Mullen, in fact, sees more prob- 
lems than probability. "For one thing," he 
says, "computers need human maintenance."

Many Navy types agree with McMullen's 


skepticism. They indicate that finance alone 
prohibits a robot sub. Polaris, as example, 
cost $12 billion to develop, a sum which if 
stacked in dollar bills would reach 1,000 
miles into space. 


The idea of ultimate submarine computer- 


ization, they gag, would need at least one 
large machine whose job it would be to man- 
ufacture all of the expense money. 


In short, it's impossible.

afraid of the Communists. If 
1 say something that gives 
them away, they will kill me.

The villagers know who they 
are but they do not report 
them.

This 
villager and many 


others live each day in fear. 
Such intimidation tends to 
tip the balance in northeast 
Thailand 
toward

munists. The growth has been 
slow but steady, not unlike 
the spread of Communist in- 
fluence in 
Viet 
Nam. The 


problem 
in these outlying 


areas is not what will happen 
today or n month from now 
but what will happen over 
the next decade. 


The r a t h e r large Viet- 


namese community in this 
area does not help the situa- 
tion. Many of the Vietnamese, 
who came to Thailand to es- 
cape French rule of Indo- 
china, consider Ho Chi Minh 
their spiritual and temporal 
leader. 


Because South Viet Nam 


has produced no revolution- 
ary "hero" and has offered 
displaced Vietnamese no par- 
ticular national unity, many

Sleep Helps 
Tell Secrets 
of Asthma 


By KEN ROBINSON 


DENVER, 
Colo. 
(AP) - 


Sleeping 
children are 
telling 


secrets about asthma — a tragic 
and sometimes deadly disease 
that grips five million Ameri- 
cans. 


Machines record 
the pulse, 


breathing, heart beat and brain 
waves of these youngsters In 
slumber — and it also records 
the very movement of their eyes 
to show when they are dream- 
ing. 


Researchers here are looking 


for patterns that develop before 
an asthma attack — a constric- 
tion of breathing passages that 
makes the victim feel like he is 
suffocating. A severe attack can 
bring death. 


Dr. William W. Halm is con- 


ducting the study at the Chil- 
dren's Asthma Research Insti- 
tute and Hospital. The hospital 
offers treatment to youngsters 6 
to 15 from the United States and 
abroad. 


Admission is based on the 


severity of the case and is limit- 
ed to children who get no relief 
from conventional treatment. 


Dr. 
Hahn has completed a 


study based on tests of waking 
children which shows that asth- 
matics have different heart beat 
and 
breathing r a t e s than 


healthy youngsters. 


"What I'm interested in is 


what in the nervous system is 
responsible for triggering this 
asthma attack," said Dr. Hahn, 


He explained that the heart 


rate and similar body functions 
are controlled by the autonomic 
nervous system, 
composed of 


two branches which work in op- 
position to each other. 


One speeds up the heart, the 


other slows it down. Normally, 
said Dr. Hahn, they achieve a 
balance or harmony. But he be- 
lieves in asthmatics the balance 
is disturbed. 


Doctors believe that emotion- 


al problems can cause asthma, 
as well as physical factors such 
as allergies. 


Dr. Hahn is hopeful that the 


study will show whether emo- 
tional stress 
can trigger an 


asthma 
attack. 
His machines 


can measure psychological re- 
action 
by tracing 
the brain 


wave pattern, he said. 


He also wants to determine in 


which of the four stages of sleep 
asthma 
attacks occur. Stage 


one, 
in which a person dreams, 


is the stage of lightest sleep. 
The deepest sleep is in stage 
four.

B. Johnson.

D. Eisenhower 01 iyt/<i and 1956. 
Yet, 
his victory was a vote for 


the man, not for the party, as 
the voters demonstrated. 


In 1952 they gave Eisenhower 


a Republican - controlled Con- 
gress to work with. Two years 
of that were enough. In 1954 the 
Democrats regained control. In 
1956 
the voters, again repudi- 


ating the Republicans as a na- 
tional party, elected Eisenhower 
for a second time but gave the 
Democrats a majority in Con- 
gress.
